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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 were previously pending. New claims 21 and 22 are herein added. 
Accordingly, claims 1 - 22 are presently pending. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for noting the allowable subject matter of claims 4 - 7 and 
13- 16, wherein such claims would be allowed if amended to include the subject matter of base 
and intervening claims. Such amendment is respectfully requested to be held in abeyance so as 
to enable the Examiner to consider the averments herein. 

I. Rejection of Claim 1 - 3, 8 - 12 and 17 - 20 Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 in View of U S P 
Nos. 5,420,761 and 5,532,852 to DuNah and Kalamanash, Respectively 

Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection as follows. 

Applicant has amended the independent claims (claims 1 and 12) to include the subject 
matter of the slopes facing the incident side surface being inclined at an angle less than 45 
degrees (for support as to this subject matter, the Examiner's attention is respectfully directed to 
page 9 of the specification, for instance, in the first foil paragraph). Because the Kalamanash 
reference is deficient as to at least these features, and, further, because the DuNah reference fails 
to cure the deficiencies of the Kalamanash reference, independent claims 1 and 12 are asserted as 
patentable. 

Accordingly, independent claims 1 and 12 are averred to be patentable and the remaining 
claims are averred to be patentable at least by virtue of their respective dependencies. The 
Examiner is therefore respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the current rejections.
